COUmBCS, O., July 30—For 30 


days after August 1, Ohio will have 
lower telegraph rates on the Wes- 
tern Union 
Telegraph 
Company. 


This situation comes from • the fail- 
ure of the company to pay any at- 
tention to the Ohio Public Utilities 
Commission and the commission's 
refusal to supply its lack of ^de- 
ment. 
When the rates, fixed by 


Postmaster General Burteson went 
into effect, the company ignored the 
commission, as the state laws wove 
no longer effective as against Fed- 
eral administrative control. Under 
the telephone act Ihe Burleson rates 
werer provided )o remain in effect 
for four months unless 'sooner ti- 
ered by state authority. The tele* 
graph, return act had no such pro* 
vieion. 
. 


As the company filed new »cbod- 


ule with the commission on August 
I, the old rates—the pre-Burleson 
rates—-will come back into effect. 
This provides a charge of 25 cents 
for a day message anywhere in Ohio 
as against a charge of 30 cents 
heretofore. 


Today, District Manager 
A. A. 


Montgomery, o^ Cincinnati, was be- 
fore the commission somewhat dis- 
tressed over the situation. He ask- 
ed authority frojn the commission 
to file a new schedule of rates to 
take effect at once without wait- 
ing for, the 80 days' suspension of 
effectiveness provided by the Ohio 
law. 


In conformity to Its policy, the 


commission refused the plea. It Is 
expected that Montgomery will file 
his new Uriffa and they will be ef- 
fective, if not protested.

FACTSAND REAL FACTS 


There are, of oo«ri;, 'vwo kinds of facts. One kind that is authentic 


and another that just happens. -Man is apt to believe either. In tie ads or 
The Ohio Electric Railway Company which have been appearing from day to 
day in ttie newspapers of Lima contain, absolutely nothing but truths. Every 
one is from an authentic source, and no fact is printed until we are positive 
it is a real fact. 


Hoover, a long article in favor of municipal lighting system yester- 


day appeared in one of the local papers. That article did not contain all facts, 
as we shall endeavor to. show in this story. 
( 


It says a report made by City Auditor of Lima and filed with Council 


shows not a penny of the bond issue of 1308 was paid by taxpayers of Lima. 
After a complete search we, nor the clerk, of council could find where this 
article had been filed with that body, and minutes of any council meeting fail 
to reveal where the city fathers were given a glimpse of it. 


The report of the city auditor's sete forth: "The S56S808.95 ,to the 


credit of this (municipal lighting system) . fund is still available for use of 
Council if used for purpose for which intended." Either the city auditor or 
City Solicitor Light is wrong, for the legal head of the city says this money 
may not be used for a municipal lighting system now as it has been turned 
over to the sinking fund. 


The city auditor in his report says, figuring a municipal lighting sys- 


tem to cost $100,000 should work out somewhere near the following: 


"SIOO.OOO serial bonds, maturing $5,000 annually, plus average annual 


interest of $2,500, plus -S7.500 maintain ance and operation totals $15,000 per 
year. He then cites what the plant will do in 10 years. Now figuring, we find 
that interest on 5100,000 maturing $5,000 annually would call for an annual 
interest of $3,875. Now that's a iittis jaore than the $2,500, isn't it? 


We do not know where the city auditor got- his estimate on the an- 


nual cost of a municipal lighting system, but it is certainly foolish to talk 
about maintaining and operating a system for $15,000 per year. The report 
recently submitted council by G. H. G-amperSj Columbus, which was, as every 
one agrees, a ridiculously low estimate, sets forth that it will cost the city 
$25,512.60 annually to operate and maintain the project, exclusive of boule- 
vard lights for Liu business district. Some difference there too, isn't there? 


The statement issued by the business men of Lima devotes one para- 


graph to the demands made by The Ohio Electric Railway Company. 
It 


says the company is asking an increase f $4.50 per light per year. Isn't that 
a large increase? Mr. Merchant, please answer us one question: "Haven't 
you increased practically every article you have in your store? Didn't -you 
shoot the price up on your goods whe i everything else increased? 


The statemeui continues: "The voters of this city should remember 


that the proposed bond issue is not a question of municipal ownership." Now, 
please, Mr. Citizens, can you inform us what it is? Isn't a lighting system 
controlled and owned by the city a municipal system? 


Among other things, ue statement says: " — if the Ohio Electric will 


furnish the energy for said equipment at a fair and reasonable rate the city 
can contract with said company for said energy." Now, what is considered 
a fair rate, and who is in position to say? Mr. Merchant who sets the prices 
of your goods? Do you let someone come into your store, who knows no more 
about the price of articles than a fly does about a battleship, and tell you 
what to charge? No, you bet you don't. Then why does the average cloth- 
ing merchant of T.imp. endeavor to tell The Ohio Electric Railway Company 
how much to charge when he doesn't begin to know the expense involved in 
furnishing electricity nor maintaining the system?

ciate Graduates of Annapolis Naval 
Academy shows that there had boen 
at that date 
4641 graduates. 
It 


does not include several recent class- 
es. Of these there were living 3495. 
Two hundred and ninety were born 
In Ohio and 278 were" appointed to 
the academy from this state. There 
Ss nearly double the average number 
ner state In the whole number. 


The academy was established in 


5S45, but because there were a num- 
ber of young men then in training 
under the former system, there were 
graduates from it for the years 1846- 
7 and 8 from that source. The old- 
est living graduate of the institu- 
tion when the re-sister was Issued 
was John H. Upshur rear admiral, 
who has since died. 
Joseph Clark, 


also of the class of IS47, was then 
living, too, but iie resigned from the 
661-vice in Ik51. 
So aTso was W-. R. 


Mercer, another '47 
man, 
but h« 


left the service in 1859. 


Of the whole number of graduates 


of the institution 637 had left the 
naval service were officers In the 
army, 11 in the ITnited States Coast 
guard and 52 were in the United 
States naval reserve force. 


Of 63 graduates of tne academy, 


the association had lost all trace.
